Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.-—• 
The message of President Wil- 
son, dispatched to Germany waa 
as follows: 
From the secretary of state to 
the charge d'affalrs, ad.interim 
in charge of German Interests in 
the .United States: 
Department .of state, Oct. 23, 
1918.—rSir: I have the honor to 
acknowledge the receipt of your 
note of the 22rid transmitting 
a communication under date of 
the 20th from the .German gov- 
ernment.and to advice you that 
the president .has instructed m* 
to reply thereto, as follows: 
"Having received the solemn 
and explicit assurance of the 
German government that Is un- 
reservedly-accepts the terms of 
peaca laid down in his address 
to the' congress of the United 
States on the eighth of January, 
19JS. and the principles of set- 
tlement enunciated in his sub- 
sequent addresses, particularly

Washington, Oct. 24.—For the first 
time since the epidemic of influenza i 
Degan spreading throughout the army 1 
camp the weekly health report-of the 
surgeon general shows a decrease in 
both hospital admission rates and In 
deaths. 
The report for the week ending Oct. 


IS, given out today show a.decrease 
in the death rate from 206 per thou- 
sand to 190 and in the admission rate 
for disease from 4760 to 2914. 
The report says the crest of the ep- 
idemic has now been definitely paj5*- 
ed. The number of influenza casee 
has dropped one half and the number 
of pneumonia cases decreasing- 
from 
17,882 to 11,013. Last night daily re- 
ports showed that influenza now is an 
epidemic in only three camps, Lewis, 
Washington; Kearney California; and 
McClellan, Alabama- 
Milwaukee.—Ten deaths and 
219 
new cases of influenza between 4:00 
p. m. yesterday and 11:00 today com- 
prised the 
health department's re- 
port.

In the various unite of th>e camp «lx 
men are quartered in each tent. If 
one man Is found to have a 
com- 
municable disease he i» sent at once to 
the base hospital and carefully Iso- 
ated. 
Th« other five are sent to a 
quarantine camp, taking with tntm all 
heir bedding and clothing, which U 
carefully fumigated. 
The quarantine camp ha« quarters 
arranged In the company's street In 
:he regiment. There la a section for 
each of the contagious diseases that 
might develop, a separate mem hall 
"or each section, and separate bath 
houses. The entire <iu*,rantlne camp 
surrounded by » high wire fence, 
and there i« a separate fence about 
each section, with five feet of Inter- 
vening space, thereby preventing men 
in the influenza camp coming in con- 
tact with the measles or mumps or 
whatever might occupy the adjoining 
section. 
Men sent to the fiuarantine section 
are known as "contacts" and are con- 
fined under observation for tho period 
of the development of the suspected 
disease. If no symptoms appear, they 
are sent back to their respective quar- 
ters. 
If the disease appears in the 
quarantine.the victim ts isolated in 
the base hospitals and his tentmatea 
assigned to different tents and again 
placed under careful observation. 
While In the quarantine the men do 
not eat in the same-mess hall, but 
take their mess kite to have them 
filled and returr to their own tents 
to'cat.
